C. School Meetings I 

NRP school meetings were held at PS 169, 113 East \ 
87th Street, New York City,; on. February 2, March 22, \ 

April 26, and June 14, 1968. The activities which took \ 

place at these meetings are as follows: ' 

On February 2, 1968, JAMES WAGNER, the Chairman, 
spoke about the SE', stating that they are good white Americans 
who do not want drug addicts or hippies. The main purpose 
of the SE is to get out in the streets and get word to 
people about how the Negroes and Jews are ruining America 
and if it is to be saved, white men must stick together. 



DICK BAYER stated that the Jews do not want the 
Vietnam war to end because they would lose billions of 
dollars? a year in Government contracts. The third speaker, 
CURTIS^sBRUEN, stated "there is no such thing as a Jew. ''' They 
are Nomads who stole land from the Arabs and call it Israel. 
They are a bunch of long nosed, kinky hair, ugly creatures." 

During MADOLE' s speech, he stated he respects 
North Vietnam because they are fighting for their own land. 
We had no right or reason to be there in the first place. 

He does not expect the black man to fight for America just 
as black men could not expect white men to fight for Africa. 
The Negroes obviously do not love America and would be 
better off in Africa where he belongs.

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A woman In the audience stood, up and denounced 
MA.DOLE as one who was against the American Indian. She ;J 
said MADOLE did not give a damn about . America. While she 
shouted, MADOLE smiled and said "I don't hear anything. 
Some people have big mouths, but I don't hear nothin."

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On March 25, 1968, NY T-6 advised that before 
the meeting at PS 169 on March 22, 1968, approximately 140 
Jewish War Veterans milled around the entrance to discourage 
people from entering the meeting. The audience consisted 
of approximately 40 persons. The meeting began at 7:30 pm, 
and lasted until 10:00 pm. JAMES MADOLE stated during his 
speech that the government wants employers to hire unskilled 
Negroes and fire skilled whites. Police forces are being 
handcuffed so they are not allowed to stop riots by "lawless 
Blacks". Jews want control of the world finances and are 
using Negroes for this end. Negroes, however, will kill 
the Jews first when they try to take over. 

On March 23f 1968, NY T-3 advised at the above j 

meeting the Jewish War Veterans left shortly after MADOLE i 

started speaking. During MADOLE’ s speech, he spoke against \ 
Jewish oE’gani nations whi@h control this country, and criticizei 
the United States (US) Government for policies dictated by 
such organizations which policies can only serve to destroy 
the position of the US as a world power. 

On March .25, 1968, NY T-7 advised that at the above 
school meeting National Broadcasting Company (NBC) Television 
crews were on the scene and a very drunk unknown man demanded 
that the television crews stop taking photographs of the 
Jeivish people in the audience. The man was -arrested when 
he struggled with members of the New York City Police 
Department (NYCPD) who attempted to eject him from the 
hall.

The Chairman of the meeting was JAMES WAGNER 
who did not speak. 

DICK BAYER did not speak because there were four 
Jews in the audience who kept yelling at him and he spent 
his time attempting to answer them. He called the Jews • 
traitors and Communists, stating they have only. one God - 
money, and have loyalty to one country -'Israel. They have 
no need for Negroes and use Negroes to help obtain power 
in the government. 

During; the speech by MADOLE he stated that no 
country on earth will tolerate the Jews ’the way the US 
does. 


If Negroes could take over they would kill off 
the Jews faster than anyone because they know the Jews are 
responsible for the sorry state the Negro is in. He said 
the Jews use Negroes to create riots which enable Jews 
to come to power by promising the Negro more money, jobs, 
and welfare if Jews are elected to office. 

On April 29, 1968, NY T-8 advised that at the 
school meeting on April 26, 1968, there were numerous 
arguments among the audience . During the speech by . 
MADOLE he stated that MARTIN LUTHER KING was a Communist. 
Jewish publications were responsible for the "no win 
war" . Jewish leaders such as BENJAMIN SPOCK were 
responsible for defection of American soldiers because 
\of agitation on the home front.

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On June 14, 1968, NY T-6 advised that at the school 
meeting that day, the audience consisted of approximately 
40 persons for the meeting which lasted from 8:00 pm, to 
10:00 pm. Speaker number one -was 'JIM WAGNER who tried to 
speak about the SE. The second speaker, JAMES MADOLE, tried 
to speak about Jewish influences on the world and the nation. 
LOUIS MOSTACCIO tried to speak about how the white race 
must stand up and fight for itself. 


About 15 Jewish youths led by a "Jewish lawyer" 
made so much noise they drowned out the speakers. 

The lawyer tried to take a photograph of L-UKE_ . 
>!/ DOMMER who knocked the camera out of her hand. She ordered 
/^^a policeman to arrest DOMMER on an assault charge. DOMMER 
requested the policeman to arrest her on an Invasion of 
privacy charge. Both were taken to the police precinct. 
Later they appeared back at the meeting. 


On June' 17, 1968, NY T-9 advised that at tjbe school 
meeting on June 14, 1968, there we re approximately 50 persons 
present which Included 20 NRP supporters and 30 hecklers. 

The entire meeting seemed to be a shouting match between 
the supporters and the hecklers, with most of the supporters 
hurling anti-Semitic comments, and the audience responding 
with similar anti-Nasi remarks. Approximately 10 Ne_w York 
City Policemen were present throughoutv/the meeting to maintain 
order. Among those present was GORDOMHALL, a free-lance 
reporter who follows the activities of'\xtreme :RLght*»Wing 
and L. eft —Wing groups. 


MADOLE announced that the next NRP school meeting 
would probably be held in late September, 1968, when the 
public schools reopen in New York City. 


;D. NRP Outdoor Rallies 


The NRP announced they would hold rallies in New 
York City, on August 3 , and September 7 , 1968. The following 
events transpired at these rallies: 
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On August 1, 1968, NY T-6 furnished a flyer 
announcing the NRP v» r as sponsoring an open air "White 
Power" ralljr on August 3 , 1968, at York Avenue and 84th 
Street , New York, New York, between 7=00 pm, and 10:00 pm. 

On August 5> 1968, NY T-6 advised that approximately 
10 NRP members were assembled on the corner of 84th Stre.et 
and York Avenue in connection with the rally scheduled to 
be held on August 3* 1968. . < 

At approximately 6:50 pm, the rented sound truck 
pulled up to the location and stopped. The driver looked 
at the crowd of approximately 200 spectators, the police 
barricades and approximately 50 police officers; without 
making contact with JAMES MADOLE or any other NRP member . 
the driver drove the truck away. 

MADOLE upon seeing the sound truck depart, called 
off the street meeting. 

On September 9* 1968, ‘NY T-3 advised that the 
NRP had a rally at 86th Street and Second Avenue, New 
York City, on September 7> 1968, from 8:00 pm, to 10:00 pm. 

The principal speaker at the rally was JAMES 
MADOLE who delivered his usual anti-Semitic distribe. He 
received little attention except that he was pelted with 
eggs by some of the onlookers. 

E. Literature Distribution 

Literature distribution by members of the NRP 
took place in New York City, on the corners of 86th Street 
and Third Avenue, 86th Street and Lexington Avenue, Battery 
Park, and the Coliseum. 

On February 2, 1968, NY T-8 advised that literature 
was distributed for the rally to be held at PS 169 on 
February 2, 1968. 
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On January 27, 1968, NY T-6 advised that 3,000 
Invitations to the PS 169 rally on February 2, 1968, were 
distributed at 86th Street and Lexington Avenue. 

On March 3r 1968, NY T-6 advised that 1,500 
recruiting leaflets for the SE were distributed on March 
2, 1968, at the New York Coliseum Sports Show. . Many 
favorable as well as unfavorable responses were received 
from persons who were given the leaflets. A Xerox copy is on pag© 26 

On March 19, 1968, NY T-6 advised that 2,500 
invitations for the NRP school meeting to.be held March 
22 , 1968, were distributed at 86th Street and Lexington 
Avenue . 


On April 15, 1968, NY T-6 advised that literature 
for the school meeting to be held April 26, 1968, would be 
distributed on April 18 - 19, 1968. ' 

On June 10, 1968, NY T-6 advised that on June 
8, 1968, 2,000 invitations were distributed at 86th Street 
and Lexington Avenue, for the school meeting to be held 
June 14, 1968. 

On June 24, 1968, and July 1, 1968, NY T-6 
advised that SE recruitment literature was passed out 
at Battery Park on June 22 and June 29, 1968. 

On July 31, 1968, NY T-6 advised that literature v 
was distributed on July 26, 1968, announcing the NRP 
rally to be held on August 3, 1968. 

F. NRP Counter -Demonstrati on 


On April 29, 1968, NY T-8 advised that on April 
27, 1968, the NRP counter-picketed a peace parade which was 
held on Fifth Avenue between 92nd and 72nd Streets. Nine 
NRP members were on the comer of 86th Street and Fifth 
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Avenue \vhere they held, posters Including "Keep White Power 
or America Will Die", "Karl Marx was a Jew", "Zionist is 
same as Communist", "NRP Supports Wallace for President". 

G. Attendance at Right-Wing Convention 
April 20 -21, 1968 ■ . 

On April 23, 1968, NY T-6 advised that a meeting of 
Right-Wing organizations was held at the Continental Hotel,' 
Washington, D.C., on April 20-21, 1968, which was sponsored 
hy the White Party of America under the name of the Assembly 
of Racists Movement. 


The object of the meeting was to consolidate 
the forces of the various Right-Wing groups throughout the 
country in order to fight the Jewish and Negro problems 
existing in the country today. . 

Some of the ideas proposed were the exchange 
of speakers and advertising with a list Of Right-Wing 
organizations and immediate releases throughout the country 
of press releases concerning an issue that should be 
brought to the attention of the people of the US as soon 
as possible. 



Four members .of the NRP including JAMES H. 
MADOLE attended the convention. .

These t 
forces have come along way since 1950 when a hell -inspired:"' 
program of Negro ‘civil rights* aimed at both challenging 
and destroying civil and federal authority of the United 
States was Inaugurated simultaneously by the 
clergymen of the National Council of Protestant Churches 
and the American Communist Party. . Life Magazine* exposed 
this conspiracy some years ago by comparing the published 
programs of both organizations and proving them identical.

"MINUTEMEN 1 ' 

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, i960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri. ROBERT B. DE 
PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, has been publicly identified as 
the founder and National Coordinator of the organization 
since its inception. Membership of the "Minutemen" is claimed 
by DE PUGH to be in excess of 35>000 members ; however, 
confidential sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated 
and that a more true estimate would be between 500 and 1,000 
members. Statement by DE PUGH and literature distributed 
by the organization indicate its purpose to be the resistance 
to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist influence within 
the United States; for the formation of a guerrilla or under- 
ground organization to combat the troops of any foreign powers 
which might eventually occupy this country; to resist passage 
of laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

In April, 1966, DE PUGH stated the ‘Minutemen 1 ' 
organisation was then dividing itself into two bodies: one 
group to be members who have been able to maintain their 
identity in complete secrecy from the public and government 
investigative agencies, and the other group to be made up of 
members who have been publicly identified and who will become 
active in the Patriotic Party. National conventions of the 
Patriotic Party were held in July, 1966, at Kansas City, 
Missouri, and July, 1967, at Kansas City, Kansas.

On April 1, 1969, a source advised that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) was founded in 1949 by 
JAMES H. MADOLE , who continues to serve a3 its National 
Director and who completely controls the organization. 

The source advised that the NRP is headquartered in 

MADOLE ' s residence at 10 Nest 90th Street, New York, New York, 

where weekly meetings and social gatherings are held. 

The source described the NRP as an anti-Negro, 
anti-Semitic, and neo-Fascist organization. 

This source stated on July B8, 1966, that the 
program of the NRP, formulated in 1965, is aimed at the 
establishment of a "Racial Nationalist State" to be 
accomplished by calling a Constitutional Convention to 
ratify necessary amendments to the United States Constitu- 
tion in order to carry out the NRP program. The source 
advised that as of April 1, 1969, the NRP program remains 
in effect and includes intentions to enact legislation to 
prohibit intermarriage between races, restrict American 
citizenship to mentally and genetically sound Caucasians, 
and hasten the repatriation of American Negroes to indepen- 
dent black African nations.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


A source has advised that the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), as presently regarded, came into being at a 
founding convention held June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. 

From an initial posture of ’’participatory democracy” the line 
of the national leadership has -revealed a growing Marxist-Leninist 
adherence which currently calls for the building of a revolution- 
ary youth movement. Concurrently, the program of SDS' has evolved 
from civil rights struggles to an anti-Vietnam war stance to an 
advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist position. China, Vietnam 
and Cuba are regarded as the leaders of worldwide struggles 
'against United States imperialism whereas the Soviet Union is 
held to be revisionist and also imperialist. 


At the June, 1969, SDS National Convention, Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP) forces in the organization were expelled. As 
a result, the National Office (NO) group maintained its National 
Headquarters at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, and the PLP 
faction set up headquarters in Cambridge, Massachusetts. This 
headquarters subsequently moved to Boston . Each group elected 
its own national officers , which include three national secretaries 
•and a National Interim Committee of eight. Both the NO forces 
and the PLP. forces claim to be the true SDS. Both groups also 
print their versions of "New Left Notes" which sets forth the 
line and the program Of the particular faction. The NO version 
of "New Left Notes" was recently printed under the title "The 
Eire Next Time" to achieve a breeder mass appeal. 

Two major factions have developed internally within the 
NO group, namely, the Weatherman or Revolutionary Youth Movement 
(RYM) I faction, and the RYM II faction. Weatherman is action- 
oriented upholding CASTRO'S position that the duty of revolu- 
tionaries is to make revolution. Weatherman is regarded by 
RYM II as an adventuristic, elitist faction which denies the 
historical role Of the working class as the base for revolution. 
RYM II maintains" that revolution, although desired, is not 
•possible under present conditions, hence emphasizes organizing 
and raising the political consciousness of the working, class 
upon whom they feel successful revolution depends. Although 
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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRAT IC SOC I ETY (c on t * d ) .. 

disclaiming control and domination by the Communist Party, USA, 
leaders in these two factions have in the past proclaimed 
themselves to be communists arid to follow the precepts Of a 
Marxist- Leninist philosophy, along pro-Chinese communist lines. 

A second source has advised that the PLP faction, 
which is more common ly known as the Worker Student Alliance, 
is dominated and controlled by members of the. PLP, who are 
required to identify themselves with the pro-Chinese Marxist- 
Leninist philosophy of the PLP. They advocate that an alliance 
between workers and students is vital to the bringing about of 
a revolution in the United States. 

SDS regions and university and college chapters, 
although Operating under the Outlines of the SDS National 
Constitution, are autonomous in nature and free to carry out 
independent policy reflective of local, conditions. Because 
of this autonomy internal struggles reflecting the major 
factional interests of SDS have, occurred at the chapter level . 
Since the beginning of the 1969-70 school year.

NRP PHILOSOPHY EXPOUNDED AT OPEN-AIR STREET RALLIES IN ASTORIA 

by Gregg Le Due 


The leadership of the NRP has long contem- 
plated, a drive to organize the masses of Gen- 
tile people living in Queens County, which 
together 1 with Staten Island constitute the 
stronghold of the Conservative Party in New 
York City. On the Saturday evenings of Oc- 
tober 24th and 31st the NRP sent its forces 
to the busy corner of Broadway and Steinway 
Street in Astoria, an overwhelmingly White 
district of Queens. Unlike past street meet- 
ings in Manhattan, we neither mailed nor 
distributed any advance notice of the NRP's 
appearance in order to forestall the arrival 
of masses of Jewish hecklers. Some 16 NRP 
uniformed members and the party speakers 
merely drew up in 3 cars, set up their plat- 
form and banners, and started to speak v 
Since none of our local party members were 
advised of the rally and no advance bombard- 
ment of the neighborhood with meeting an- 
nouncements had taken place, the crowd 
consisted of only some 150^200 people but 
there was hardly any heckling from the crowd. 

SE officer David Kerr delivered a short but 
laconic introductory speech which dealt with 
3 topics: White Power, law and order, and 
Victory in Vietnam. Mr. Kerr pointed out 
that America was founded of, by, and for 



President Richard Nixon and Negress 
Pearl Bailey symbolize the unholy al- 
liance between greedy American Cap- 
italists and "Black Power" advocates. 
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White Europeans - for English, Germans, Irish, Italians, Greeks, Russians, 
Swedes - for Europeans, not for Jews and Blacks. The White Europeans 
wrested an entire continent from the savage Red Man and then proceeded to 
build a mighty nation by means of hard, physical work and creative ingenuity. 
The civilization-bearing White European built America, brought his highly 
advanced European culture to a virgin America and through his industriousness 
and superb intellectual talents transformed a wilderness into a vast nation with 
a cultural level nearly on a par with Europe and a standard of living even higher 
than Europe’s. It was the White Europeans who built North America, not the 
Blacks. The jungle-bearing Africans were not an economic asset but an eco- 
nomic liability, an impediment to the modernization of America. Just as civ- 
ilization- bearing Whites brought their European culture with them to America - 
.cleanliness, high, cultural and technological level - so the jungle-bearing 
. Blacks brought their African culture with them - uncleanliness, murderous 
' stupidity, voodoo, and, a Stone Age standard of living. America was. built in 
: / ispit^ofithe Black Mari, In0^because'6f']iim|' America was built^of, by, ana for , 
Whit4p¥opie/ Therefore, 1\^ITE 'POWER . is synonomous with AMERICAN 
POWER, and those who support AMERICAN POWER must also support WHITE 
POWER, and WHITE SUPREMACY; those who wear American flags in their 
lapels and are ’’proud to be an American" and want to "Stand up for America” 
should also stand up for the White Man, the founder and creator of America. 

’ /White Power Activist David Kerr then emphasized that the NRP is pro-police 
. and; is demanding the immediate restoration of law and order in America, a 
nation cr ippled by archaic liberal-democracy, which permits Black biological 
anachronisms to. wander at will in the asphalt jungles of a pluralistic American 
society to murder, rob, and rape at their pleasure in return for their votes 
at election time ! Mr . Kerr lashed out at the Black Panthers, who have murd- 
ered over a dozen policemen in the last 2 years, and then took on the Jewish 
mass media, which is viciously anti-police in its orientation - to the obvious 
delightof both the responsible citizens and the policemen in the assembled crowd. 

.The courageous David Kerr then expressed the NRP’s views on Vietnam. 

.. He averred that we should either take the handcuffs off the military thus allowing 
them, to gain the military victory Zyhich has been denied them for the last 10 
' l years by the seekers of/war prof its^rid the traitorous'"' Liber al-ile wish' Estab- 
lishment or pullour troops out of Vietnam and use them against the real enemy, 

, the enemy%ithin America! Having completed his terse and well-received 
speech, SE officer Kerr then introduced NRP Secretary Gregg LeDuc. 
Mr. LeDuc’ s speech covered all facets of the war against culture -distortion - 
from the insidious sabotage of the Eternal Enemy, the Jew, to the savage ma- 
chinations of Black biological anachronisms, to the Capitalist- Communist 
conspiracy to ruthlessly crush Aryan aspirations for a White -European America 
with economic justice for the White worker - but his speech emphasized the 
. struggle against race conservatism, the conservation of such biological throw- 
backs as Blacks. 

Secretary LeDuc truthfully and forcefully pointed out that although Blacks are 
11% of the population, they account for 62% of all murders, 60% of all armed 
assaults, 58% of all robberies, and 56% of all rapes. Race conservatives, 
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those who wish to conserve Blacks, 
excuse the . astronomically high 
Black crime rate by alleging that 
Blacks are poverty-stricken, and 
poverty accounts for Black crime. 
Mr. LeDuc agreed that poverty is 
a factor in crime,, but added that 
there is also a racial factor invol- 
ved. White Appalachians, for ex- 
ample, are poor, but they don’t 
murder, rob, and rape. Further- 
more, if a low standard of living 
is the only factor involved in crime, 
then why .does. Europe, which has 
a lower . standard of;, . living than 
America, have a much lower crime 
rate than America? The answer, 
of course, is that Europe has a low 
crime rate because there are very 
few Blacks in Europe ! Wherever 
you get Blacks, you get crime; the 
two simply go together. The few 
Liberal and Jewish hecklers in the 
Astoria crowd were actually sil- 
enced by the afore -mentioned re- 
lationship between Blacks and 
crime and they never dared to 
challenge, the obvious . veracity of 
the statement. Race Idealist Gregg 
LeDuc then went on to state the 
scientific reason why Blacks are 
criminals. He averred that res-/ 
ponsible, anthropologists have con4 
ceded that the Black Man is at least 
250, 000 years i; behind the White \ 
Man on the scale of, evolution, and ... 
that discrepancy between White and 
Black evolutionary levels ac- 
counts for the Stone Age Black 
Man's high crime rate. The men- 
tally immature Negro unfortunate- 
ly, has been thrust into an Aryan, 
Space Age society, and, naturally, 
the primitive mind of the tribal- 
oriented Black is simply unable 
to compete with highly evolved 
Whites, and, therefore, in des- 
peration the Black Man resorts to 
crime. Many sophisticated people 
in the crowd nodded their heads 
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Party Secretary Gregg LeDuc delivers an emotior 
charged speech to the people of Astoria 



Party Leader James H. Madole addresses a street

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in agreement with Secretary LeDuc' s scientific analysis of the Black crime 
problem, and many forward-looking citizens also agreed with his solution; 
"if you want the murders, muggings, and robberies in this neighborhood and 
this country to stop, then all Blacks must be removed from America. The NRP 
is demanding the complete and immediate deafricanization of America. 
Deafricanization, NOW ! 

Race Modernizer LeDuc then dealt with a topic so fashionable among voter- 
registration. WASPS, noveau-riche Jews, and overprivileged intellectuals; 
namely Black culture and Black Power. Of course, the best way to envisage 
what Black Power would mean in America is to discover what Black Power 
means in Haiti, the Western Hemisphere's only independent Black Power 
nation. Haiti was once a French colony, and when the French ruled Haiti, it 
was the most profitable colony in the New World, more profitable than even 
the .13 American colonies. In 1803, though, the Blacks revolted, killed most 
of the French and expelled the rest, and set up a Black Power government. 
Everything soqn deteriorated because the flacks, lacked/the necessary .organ-, , 
izational skill to run the plantations and they couldn't care less. When the 
French ruled Haiti, it had the highest standard of living in the Western Hem- 
isphere, yet today, when the Blacks rule Haiti, it has the lowest standard of 
living in the Western Hemisphere, $60 per capita as compared to $3000 per 
Capita in the USA. Nearly 75% of the children in Black Power Haiti are illegit- 
imate, 80% of the people in Black Power Haiti are illiterate, crime is ram- 
pant, disease is widespread, and voodoo, the Black Man's contribution to 
religion, is widely practiced. Low standard of living, illegitimacy, illiteracy, 
crime, disease, and voodoo - that's Black Power, and if you let the Blacks 
take control of America, the same thing will happen here. The Black Man 
destroys everything he touches, so, obviously, you don't let him touch any- 
thing. Race Reformer LeDuc concluded his discussion of Black Power with 
these prophetic words, "Black Power is reactionary and must be destroyed. 
BLACK POWER MUST BE DESTROYED!" 

Secretary LeDuc then tore apart the Jewish transvaluation- of- values lie. that 
the NRP is a Conservative Organization or that White Men are conservative 
by nature. He pointed out that during the last 400 years European civilization 
has expanded into North and South America, Australia, New Zealand, and 
South, .Africa. White. pioneers came. to. North America and exterminated, qne, 
Indian tribe after, another in order to secure room for Aryan expansion while 
Spanish' Conquistadores were doing ’the same thing in Latin America and the 
Caribbean Islands. British settlers landed in Australia and pushed aside the j 
hopelessly primitive Aborigines while their kinsmen in New Zealand subdued 
or annihilated the dark-skinned Maoris. Dutch colonists brought civilization 
to South Africa and terminated sundry useless African tribes in their coura- 
geous efforts to transform the barren African veldt into a fecund replica of 
their native Europe. In the historical sense, then, the Red Man and the Black 
Man have been the race conservatives, the ones who have tried to conserve the 
status quo and hold back the process of evolutionary development, and the 
White Man has been the race progressive and race modernizer in conformity 
with Natural or Divine Law stressing the SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 

Secretary LeDuc pointed out that the White Man's efforts to completely Ary- 
nize America are being thwarted by reactionaries masquerading asprogres- 
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theatre, makes a mockery of natural feeling, overthrows all concepts of beauty 
and sublimity, of the noble and the good, and instead drags men down into the 
sphere of his own base nature. Religion is ridiculed, ethics and morality re- 
presented as outmoded until the last props of a nation in its struggle for exist- 
ence in this world have fallen. " 

Mr. Madole pointed out that America' s victory over Nazi Germany in World 
War II was the triumph of International Jewry and the colored races of the globe 
over Aryan mankind. He pointed out that a complete dissolution of the British, 
French, and Dutch colonial empires took place immediately following the Holo- 
caust of World War II, The passage Of the Civil Rights Act by the American 
Congress in 1954 flooded our educational institutions and industrial plants with 
millions of primitive Negroes thus, destroying the public educational system of 
the USA and lowering the quality of our work force with the resulting decline in 
goods and seryices as witness the 'deplorable inefficiency in our telephone sys- 
tem 1 and subways. Mr. Madole averred that the defeat of Adoh~Hitier r was. the 
defeat of the needs and future aspirations of every White Aryan on the face of 
this planet! By , citing examples and giving names, Mr. Madole was able to 
prove that it most certainly is the Jews who are seeking to destroy America 
as they once sought to destroy Hitler. Are not the sensational headlines re- 
garding "War Crimes" arid atrocities in Vietnam levelled against Lieutenant 
Calley by the Jewish- dominated communications media exactly the same hor- 
ror tales which were fabricated by World Jewry at the Nuremberg trials ? 
Were they not designed in both cases to drive a wedge and create a moral gulf 
between the home front and the G. I. or the German soldier in the treriches ?

After the conclusion of Secretary LeDuc’ s speech, David: Kerr introduced our 
Party Leader, James H. Madole. Mr. Madole dealt at length with the Jewish 
Question, the role of the Jews in the decline and fall of the American Republic. 
First of all, the National Director pointed out that the Jews are behind the 
Black Revolution and always have been. For example, the original president 
of the NAACP was the Jew, Joel Spingarn, and he was succeeded by his brother 
Arthur Spingarn. The audience listened attentively while Mr. Madole added 
that even today the president of the NAACP is not a Black Man but the Jew 
Kivie Kaplan! Its chief attorney is the Jew Jack Greenberg! Aryan activist 
Madole also stated that the Urban League was founded in 1911 by the Jew Julius 
Rosenwald, and the Congress of Racial Equality (GORE) was founded in 1924 
by the Jew Frank Rich 1 but this latter outfit nearly folded up when its Black 
membership began criticizing the Jews, at which point all the funds suddenly 
dried up. The same thing happened to the Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee ' (SNCC), which was well- funded and vitrioiically anti-Aryan, but 
then’ its militant Black leader, Stokely Carmichael, both criticized the Jewish 
role in the Black communities and dared to praise Adolf Hitler after which 
financial bankruptcy set in ! Mr. Madole gave yet another example, the Black 
Panther Party; Which had been promoted 1 by the Jewish culture ’- distortion 
apparatus land had no iack'of Tunds 1 uhtit it Adopted anahti-israel positipn/ and 
supported Arab' Guerrilla organizations like "El Fatah". 'The crowd was im- 
pressed by Mr; Madole' s proof that the Jews are the motivating force behind 
the Black Revolution. 

National Director Madole continued his highly persuasive speech by maintaining 
that the Jews are behind Communism. The leaders of the Russian Revolution 
were nearly all Jews: Trotsky, Kamenev, Zinoviev, Axelrod, DeutSch, Martov, 
Dan, Radek, Uritsky, and Madame Krupskaya, - all Jews and all Commu- 
nists ! Moreover, the Jews are just as pro- Communist today as they were 
50 years ago as long as the Communism in question is of the Trotskyite variety, 
which is to say dominated completely by Hebraic rather then Russian, Chinese, 
Yugoslavian, or Chinese modes of thought! The Jew Herbert Aptheker is the 
chief theoretician of the U. S. Communist Party while the Jew, Gershon,is the 
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editor of the American Communist organ, ’The Daily World". The notorious 
Marxist front known as the Students For A Democratic Society (SDS) is com- 
posed of at least 75% middle- class Jewish youth and boasts such Jewish leader- 
ship as Mark Rudd, Mike Klonsky, and Lewis Coles. Rudd is also the leader 
of the murderous band of cop-killers, bombers, and arsonists known as "The 
Weathermen", a militant faction of SDS. Six of the "Chicago 7", who incited 
a bloody riot at the Democratic National Convention in Chicago in 1968, were 
Jews; Davis, Dellinger, Froines, Hoffman, Rubin, and Weiner - all nice 
Jewish boys. The militant Jewesses, Betty Friedan and Bella Abzug, are 
leaders of the Women’s Liberation Front which seeks to deprive Aryan women 
of their natural feminity and force them into un- natural competition with the 
male of the species. The Jew, Sigmund Freud, extolled by Jewish opinion- 
makers as the "Father Of Modern Psychiatry" sought to explain all human 
activity in terms of the "sex drive" while denigrating the higher, less anima- 
listic, motivations and emptions of the, human psyche (soul), 'The, Aryan psy- 
chologist, C. G. Jung, recognized the occult and mystical side of the human 
mind which inevitably causes the superior Aryan mind to seek after eternal 
and infinite values in his art, poetry, architecture, and writings whereas the 
Semitic mind is satisfied with temporal values and sexual fantasies as witness 
their acumen in the commercial arts and the peddling of carnal lust through 
every media of communication with the public. Sigmund Freud once stated to 
his colleague, C.G. Jung, that his theory of the sexual motivation of human 
behaviour was laid down as a "bulwark of reason against a possible outburst 
of the black flood of occultism". A study of the hidden powers of Nature and 
the human mind has always been essential to the Aryan Soul. This has been 
stifled by the accursed Semitic creeds of Judaism, Christianity, and Islam 
which serve as alien straitjackets ensnaring the Aryan mind and soul. 
Mr. Madole explained that all Semitic religions were but pale ref lections or 
spiritual plagiarisms of ancient Aryan spiritual doctrines. 

Party Leader James H. Madole continued his speech by analyzing the racial 
background of the editors of the Underground Press, the vile Hippy newspapers 
which advocate the use of drugs by Aryan youth, experimentation with sexual 
perversion by normal humans combined with tolerance for the open activities 
of sexual. deviants, and. vicious anti- American propaganda aimed at -the High 
'School and college youth! The executive editor of "SCREW" m the Jew, Alvin 
Goldstein, the publication, "KISS", is edited by the Jew, Joel Fabricant, while 
the Jews, Allan Katzman and Yaakov Kohn, manage "The East Village Other". 
The Jewess, Jane Alpert, holds top position on "Rat", a publication catering 
to pornography and Women’s Liberation. Miss Alpert was arrested in a case 
involving the bombing of major public buildings in New York City on behalf of 
the Weathermen. 

Mr. Madole then summed up his speech to the crowd in Astoria by quoting 
Adolf Hitler and requesting the assembled people to apply his words to present 
conditions in the USA: 

"In the political field the Jew refuses the state the means for its self preservation, 
destroys the foundations of all national self maintenance and defense, destroys 
faith in the leadership, scoffs at its history and past, and drags everything truly 
great into the gutter Culturally he contaminates art, literature, the 
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Secretary to be deemed official. Those having paid at least 3 months dues 
($ 3) will receive a new membership card and party armband (if they so de- 
sire).

NRP RESUMES ITS RECRUITING DRIVE AT THE PORT AUTHORITY TERMINAL

The Port Authority Terminal is the largest bus terminal in New York City serv- 
icing passenger traffic to every part of the continental United States. Some 
years ago a group of militant Communists were arrested for distributing hand 
bills on the property of the bus terminal. The case was carried to the U. S. 
Supreme Court where the Reds, as usual, won their legal point. Ever since 
groups like the Black Panther Party, the Progressive Labor Party (Maoists), 
and the Socialist Labor Party have flooded the premises with untold quantities 
of leftist material particularly slanted at G. I. 's travelling to and from their 
military bases. 
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On August 15th and 22nd the NRP moved into -the Port Authority Terminal in 
force. One squad of SE troopers gave out thousands of leaflets while a team of 
NRP debaters set up a recruiting table, large signs, banners, and quantities of 
free literature. Our White Power signs and thunderbolt banners immediately 
drew masses of people to the vicinity of the recruiting table where Party Leader 
James H. Madole and SE officer David Kerr answered questions and engaged in 
heated debate with Jews and Blacks for 3 solid hours. A Jewish Marxist was 
eulogizing the use of narcotics by American youth. This bearded, unkempt 
"freak” made the statement that NRP Leader, James H. Madole, was a monster . 
who wanted to kill people but he then made the mistake of stating that he saw no 
harm in letting 12 year old youngsters use drugs because "if they died, you 
didn't have to crawl into the coffin with them" and permitting a child's use of nar- 
cotics was infinitely preferable to curtailing individual freedom. Non- Jews 

standing by our recruiting table were struck by horror and amazement to hear 
this blatant bkpression Which so clearly revealed the utter depravity of the Jew- ' 
ish intellect. One South American bystander, who had been neutral up to that 
point, immediately began denouncing the Jewish hecklers in no uncertain terms. 
Another heavy-set White man challenged a particularly obnoxious Jewtoafist 
fight whereupon vigilant police immediately intervened. Still another well- 
dressed Jew proclaimed himself a member of the John Birch Society, which also 
has a recruiting table in the Port Authority Terminal, and stated that the John 
Birch Society was set up to fight organizations like the NRP! We always thought 
the Birchers were set up to fight the Reds but apparently we were in deep error. 

During, the 2 actions by the NRP in the Port Authority Terminal in August we 
reached at least 8500 new people with our leaflets and the majority of response 
has been from towns and cities in New Jersey which have been hard hit by ram- 
paging Black rioters during this hot summer of 1970. Meanwhile the NRP re- 
cruiting campaign in Nassau and Suffolk Counties on Long Island continues with 
leaflet distributions in Bay Shore, Brentwood, Islip, Central Islip, and Farm- 
ingdale. A near riot developed at the movie house in Islip, Long Island when 
NRP members gave out leaflets opposing American involvement in the Middle 
East on behalf of Israel. A mob of Jews gathered in the theatre lobby trying to 
work up courage to attack our men. The manager of the movie house called 
local police but' the screaming J&fra never got around to making any progress 
in their proposed blitz on NRP fighters.

The Idea of Cuban Communism was 
born in the Hebrew Association of Art 
and Culture located on Zulueta Street 
in Havana; later to be known as the 
Popular Hebrew Center under the di- 
rection of the Polish Jew, Abraham 
Zincowich, alias Jose Michelon, and 
more recently, alias Fabio Grobart. 

Speaking of Jewish Communism is a 
taboo theme among democratic, anti- 
communist elements. Only the Nazi, 

Fascist, or Falangist dare speak 
openly on this topic. In the same 
manner during 1959, the year when 
Fidel Castro took power in Cuba, none 
dared to criticize the first "Revolu- 
tionary Laws" from fear of -being la- 
belled a "Batistiano" (a supporter of 
ex-president Fulgencio Batista) or a 
"Counter-Revolutionary".

were the only force to make the Reds bite the dust but we are not Falangists 
because we are not Spanish citizens. We are Christians and Cuban patriots 
who aspire to see Cuba free of International Cummunism and united in mutual 
respect with our North American brothers in the Western bloc. 

Now comes the inevitable question: Why should the Soviet Union support the 

Arab States against Israel if Jews are behind the World Communist Movement ? 
The- answer is that Soviet Russia opposes the philosophy of Zionism which de- 
mands absolute loyalty to the state of Israel on the part of every Jew in the world. 
Moscow demands that all Soviet Jews must serve the interests of Russian Com- 
munism and dual loyalty is punished by death! Hence Russian Communism was 
never anti- Jewish but only anti- Zionist ! Those Jews in the American Com- 
munist Movement, the Students For A Democratic Society (SDS), Weathermen, 
Womens Liberation Movement etc. are confirmed Marxists and therefore anti- 
Zionist. This includes notorious Jews like Abbe Hoffman, Jerry Rubin, Mark 
Rudd, A1 Kunstler etc. Whether Zionists or Communists these Jews work 
against the best interests of the USA as witness the howl of indignation that went 
up from "pacifist" groups when our soldiers invaded Cambodia in contrast to 
the silence which greeted the Israeli invasion of Lebanese territory.

Charles Lindbergh, A Symbol Of Aryan Resurrection In America

With the, publication of "The Wartime Journals Of Charles A. Lindbergh" in 
the USA another barrier to the candid discussion of the Jewish Question and 
its relationship' to America's involvement in World War II went crashing down. 
The intelligentsia and opinion- makers always delay plunging into controver- 
sial subjects until a certain number of world celebrities and men of substance 
have dared to express themselves openly upon the taboo subject. In the same 
vein the findings of Professors Shockley and Jensen on the basic differences 
between the races of mankind has re-opened discussion on the forbidden topics 
of inter- racial marriage and the desegregation of the American educational 
system. Prior to the trail blazing efforts of Charles Lindbergh, Dr. William 
Shockley, and Dr. Arthur Jensen no criticism of the role played by Jews and 
Negroes in America was remotely tolerated by the Liberal Establishment. 
This had been so ever since the defeat of Hitler's Germany in 1945 ! Because 
tolerant Americans refuse to believe that Jews, because of their Messianic 
Talmudic beliefs, are the fountainhead of revolutionary ferment in all parts of 
the world we have allowed them to preempt the teaching profession and thus to 
mold the minds of American Youth at both the High School and University level ! 
Results are catastrophic ! In 1954 the Supreme Court desegregation decision

graphical Society. The forewords or from waring with the only power capable of destroying 
introductions to Madison Grant's major Communist Russia, 
books, "The Passing Of The Great Race" 

and "The Conquest Of A Continent" (banned from book stores by the Anti- 
Defamation League of B'nai B'rith), were written by no less a personage than 
Professor Henry Fairfield Osborn, President of the American Museum of Na- 
tural History. You will find the attitudes of Madison Grant concerning "demo- 
cracy" and the relationship between human races of varying merit to be very 
similar to that held by the NRP as the following excerpts from "The Passing 
Of The Great Race", published in 1916 will demonstrate: 

"In the democratic forms of government the operation of universal suffrage 
tends toward the selection of the average man for public office rather than the 
man qualified by birth, education, and integrity. How this scheme of admini- 
stration will ultimately work out remains to be seen, but from a racial point 
of view, it will inevitably increase the preponderance of the lower types and 
cause a corresponding loss of efficiency in the community as a whole. (Ed . 

Note: This was written in 1916. Look at America's urban centers today and 
note the decreased standards of America' s manufactured goods on the domestic 
market as a result of Negro labor and you can determine the accuracy of Grant's 
predictions). . . . The tendency in a democracy is toward a standardization of 
type and a diminution of the inf luence of genius. A majority must of necessity 
be inferior to a picked minority, and it always resents specializations in which 
it cannot share. . . Mankind emerged from savagery and barbarism under the 
leadership of selected individuals whose personal prowness, capacity, or wis- 
dom gave them the right to lead and the power to compel obedience. Suchlead- 
ers have always been a minute fraction of the whole, but as long as the tradition 
of their predominance persisted they were able to use the brute strengh of the 
unthinking herd as part of their own force, and were able to direct at will the 
blind dynamic impulse of the slaves, peasants, or lower classes. Suchades- 
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pot had an enormous power at his disposal which, if he were benevolent or even 
intelligent, could be used, and most frequently was used, for the general uplift 
of the race. Even those rulers who most abused this power put down with mer- 
ciless rigor the anti-social elements, such as pirates, brigands, or anarchists, 
which impair the progress of a community, as disease or wounds cripple an 
individual. True aristocracy is government by the wisest and best, always 
a small minority in any population

The value and efficiency of a population are not numbered by what the news- 
papers call souls, but by the proportion of men of physical and intellectual vigor. 
The -small Colonial .population of America was,, man for man, .far superior to 
the average of the present inhabitants, although the latter are 2,5 times more 
numerous. The ideal in eugenics toward which statesmanship should be directed 

is, of course, improvement in QUALITY rather than QUANTITY Where 

altruism, philanthropy, or sentimentalism intervene with the noblest purpose, 
and forbid nature to penalize the unfortunate victims of reckless breeding, the 
multiplication of inferior types. is encouraged and fostered. . . . Mistaken regard 
for what are believed to be divine laws and a sentimental belief in the sanctity 
of human life, tend to prevent both the elimanation of defective infants and the 
sterilization of such adults as are themselves of no value to the community. 
The laws of nature require the obliteration of the unfit, and human life is valua- 
ble only when it is of use to the community or race. It is highly unjust that a 
minute minority should be called upon to supply brains for the unthinking mass 
of the community, but it is even worse to burden the responsible and larger, 
but still overworked, elements in the community with an ever increasing num- 
ber of moral perverts, mental defectives, and hereditary cripples.; The church 
assumes a serious responsibility toward the future of the race whenever it steps 
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in and preserves a defective strain. A great injury is done to the community 
by the perpetuation of worthless types. . . A rigid system of selection through 
the elimination of those who are weak or unfit - in other words, social fail- 
ures - would solve the whole question in 100 years, as well as enable us to 
get rid of the undesirables who crowd our jails, hospitals, and insane asylums. 
The individual can be nourished, educated, and protected by the community 
during his lifetime, but the state through sterilization must see to it that his 
line stops with him, or else future generations will be cursed with an ever in- 
creasing load of victims of misguided sentimentalism. This is a practical, mer- 
ciful, and inevitable solution of the whole problem, and can be applied to an 
ever widening circle of social discards, beginning always with the criminal, 
the diseased, and the insane, and extending gradually to types which may be 
called weaklings rather than defectives, and perhaps ultimately to worthless 
race types. . . In mankind it would net be a matter of great difficulty to secure 
a general consensus Of public opinion as to the least-desirable, let us say, 10% 
of the community. When this unemployed and unemployable human residuum 
has been eliminated, together with the great mass of crime, poverty, alcoholism, 
and feeble-mindedness associated therewith, it would be easy to consider the 
advisability of further restricting the perpetuation of the then remaining least 
valuable types. By this method mankind might ultimately become sufficiently 
intelligent to deliberately choose the most vital and intellectual strains to carry 
on the race. " 


Had the warnings and recommendations of Madison Grant been heeded America 
might now resemble a Paradise created by the genius of Aryan Man instead of 
the Living Hell created by revolutionary Freudian- minded Jews and animalistic, 
frustrated Negro savages. Other great "racist" philosophers of native American 
lineage were Lothrop Stoddard who wrote "The Rising Tide Of Color" and
